To obtain answers to these and 
many other questions, a letter was 
sent recently to Mother Mary Ita, 
superior general of the Grey Nuns 
of the Sacred Heart at 7500 West 
Ace.

She very obligingly 
replied. 
The questions and answers are: 
1. Who 
founded 
the 
order? 
When? 
The Grey Nuns of the Sacred 
Heart are an independent branch 
of a great Congregation founded 
in Montreal in 1738 by Blessed 
Marguerite D’Youville. There are 
six different foundations of Grey 
Nuns. The Grey Nuns of the 
Sacred Heart are Mother D’You- 
ville’s American Daughters. They 
were established in 1921 with their 
Motherhouse 
in 
Melrose Park.

2. Is there a story behind the 
founding of the order? 
Yes. Born of one of the "first" 
families 
of 
New- 
France, 
she 
m arried Francois D’Youville when 
quite young. A widow at twenty- 
eight, she became interested in 
caring for the poor of old Mon 
treal. It was soon realized that 
she was the one person in town 
who could save the General Hos­ 
pital, manned by a few old re­

It was 
originally an old family residence 
and is now entirely too small for 
them. Besides, they do not have 
enough ground to accommodate a 
new Motherhouse nor to afford 
the Sisters the privacy a Mother­ 
house demands.

The Grey Nuns of the Sacred 
Heart number about 400 Sisters. 
They are in New York State, 
Massachusetts, Georgia, Pennsyl­ 
vania and Alaska.

The Congregation fosters ele­ 
mentary and secondary education 
largely.

The Sis­ 
ters also staff parish and private 
schools, are faculty members in 
four diocesan high schools, con­
